Hr.  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Councillors, 


I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  seventh  annual  report  on  the 
state  of  the  public  health  in  the  .hareh.au  Borough.  This  report 
covers  tno  calendar  year  1270.  Those  sections  of  the  report 
concernin.;  sanitary  conditions  have  boon  prepared  by  the  Public 
Health  Inspector. 

There  was  no  serious  outbreak  of  infectious  disease  during 
the  year  but  there  were  sixty  cases  of  ucasles,  mostly  in  the  last 
quarter.  If  more  parents  took  advantage  of  their  children  being 
iuuunised  agai:ist  measles,  this  disease  could  bo  avoided  and  the 
serious  complications  it  causes  eliminated. 

The  estimated  population  of  the  Borough  at  mid-1970  showed 
an  increase  of  250  on  that  of  1969.  The  number  of  births  exceeded 
deaths  by  18.  Taking  into  consideration  the  s.iallnoss  of  the 
numbers  concerned,  the  vital  statistics  for  the  Borough  are 
comparable  with  those  of  Mngland  and  dales  as  a  whole. 

It  has  recently  been  shown  (a.//,  doodruff  -  B.H.J.  3,  663)  that 
Toxocariasis,  an  infection  in  man  caused  by  the  intestinal  worms 
Toxocara  oani  and  Texocara  cati  of  dogs  and  cats  respectively,  is  very 
widespread  in  Britain.  3ggs  of  the  worms  are  excreted  in  the  faeces 
of  dogs  and  cats.  Larvae  hatch  out  from  infective  eggs  if  swallowed 
by  humans,  and  burrow  through  the  intestinal  alls.  In  their 
wanderi;  ;s ,  the  liver,  heart,  lungs,  eyes  and/or  brain  may  be  damaged. 
1  fool  that  this  recent  work  showing  that  Toxocariasis  is  widespread 
in  Britain  i3  another  reason  for  the  control  of  dogs  fouling  pavements 
and  for  discouraging  dogs  from  entering  food  shops.

The  area  comparability  factors  for  birth  and  death  rates 
included  in  this  report  are  supplied  by  the  Registrar  General.  They 
make  allowances  for  the  way  in  which  the  sex  and  age  distribution  of 
the  local  population  differs  from  that  for  England  and  Hales  as  a  whole. 

In  addition,  the  death  comparability  factor  has  been  adjusted  specifically 
to  take  account  of  the  presence  of  any  residential  institution  in  the 
area.  When  the  local  crude  birth  and  death  rates  are  multiplied  by  the 
appropriate  area  comparability  factor  they  are  comparable  with  the  crude 
rate  for  England  and  Wales  or  with  the  corresponding  adjusted  rate  for 
any  other  area.

SUPPLY 


On  the  1st  April,  1969  the  Poolo  and  East  Dorset  Water  Board, 
which  had  been  formed  in  I960,  combined  with  the  West  Dorset  Water 
Board  to  form  the  Dorset  Water  Board  which  now  controls  the  supply  of 
water  to  the  Borough. 

The  Worgret  Waterworks  which,  prior  to  I960,  belonged  to  the 
Council,  obtains  its  supply  from  a  shallow  well  with  a  high  iron 
content.  The  Borough  is  supplied  with  Wo r grot  water  and  also  by 
"Poole:i  water  from  Sturuinstor  Marshall  and/or  Corfc  Mullen.  The 
water  from  Corfe  Ilullen  is  softened  but  that  from  Sturninstcr  Marshall 
is  not.  Discolourisation  of  water  in  parts  of  the  Borough  is  due  to 
rust  deposited  in  the  pipes  in  the  past.  I11  an  endeavour  to  remove  these 
deposits  the  Board  periodically  washes  out  the  affocted  sections  of  the 
main.  The  Borough  can  also  be  supplied  from  Briantspuddle  via  a,  main 
laid  from  Gallows  Hill  to  Wo r grot .

Caravan  and  Camping  Sites 

There  are  two  caravan  sites  in  the  Borough;  one  is  situated  at 
the  North  Causeway  where  the  lessee  is  per:eitted  to  station  up  to  44 
caravans  including  20  residential.  The  other  site  is  situated  off 
Sandford  Lane  near  the  Railway  Hotel  and  i3  licensed  for  eight  caravans. 
Both  sites  are  licensed  under  the  Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development 
Act,  I960,  The  larger  site  is  provided  with  a  sanitary  block  drained 
to  a  septic  tank  ana  filter,  no  main  sewer  being  available.  The 
smaller  site  is  drained  to  the  public  sever.  No  complaints  havo  been 
received.  I  would  still  make  the  point  regarding  the  de:iand  for  an 
increase  in  the  nu:_ber  of  holiday  caravans  in  this  area. 


Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal 

The  Council  own  one  “Harrier"  Bantam  Vehicle  and  one  Dennis 
Paxit  III  C  compression  vehicle.  The  "Karrier"  vehicle  is  being 
replaced  by  a  similar  vehicle  and  will  be  used  for  general  purposes  as 
well  as  a  standby  for  refuse  collection.  Houso  and  trado  collections 
aro  made.  The  collection  is  carried  out  in  2j  -  3  days;  the  soi*vice 
works  well  and  few  complaints  aro  received.  The  Council  still  arrange 
special  collections  of  house  refuse,  without  charge,  if  this  is  necessary, 
and  they  hope  this  will  discourage  illicit  dumping  in  unauthorised 
places.  During  the  year  they  introduced  the  method  of  special 
containers  at  a  site  provided  under  the  Civic  Amenities  Act.  The 
container  is  emptied  by  Contractors  as  required.  The  container  method 
is  a  good  one  for  certain  sites,  but  needs  to  be  kept  under  observation. 
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Street  C loans  inf* 

The  main  streets  arc  cleansed  and  swept  daily  and  the  minor 
streets  less  frequently  but  on  a  rota  system.  The  service  is  being 
maintained  on  our  present  labour  force  and  is  carried  out  well.  horo 
litter  receptacles  have  been  provided  read  on  the  whole  the  streets  are 
comparatively  free  of  litter.  Sone  of  the  now  estate  will  soon  be 
taken  over  by  the  Borough  Council  and  it  is  hoped  that  a  good  standard 
will  be  provided  on  our  existing  labour  force.  There  arc  a3  yet  no 
shops  and  litter  should  present  no  problem. 


Town  Walls 


Every  effort  is  made  to  keep  these  ancient  works  in  a  tidy 
condition  and  help  is  given  by  the  County  Surveyor  with  the  hire  of  hydra- 
nowers  for  cutting  the  grass.  Prom  tine  to  tine,  the  odd  abandoned 
vehicle  appeared  but  steps  were  taken  as  quickly  as  possible  to  get  then 
removed.  By  keeping  the  undergrowth  clear  it  was  also  possible  to 
reduce  the  anount  of  rubbish  being  deposited  on  the  Walls.  We  are  also 
indebted  to  the  "Honorary  Warden"  who  submits  constructive  reports  from 
tine  to  tine  and  keeps  us  duly  informed  of  that  unwanted  vehicle. 

Public  Conveniences 

There  are  two  toilets  in  the  town,  one  sited  at  the  ^uay  and  one 
at  Howards  Lane.  They  are  both  maintained  in  an  excellent  condition. 
Luring  the  summer  a  letter  was  received  fron  a  visitor  to  the  town 
saying  how  iupressed  he  was  on  the  cleanliness  of  the  toilets.  This 
must  bo  of  some  satisfaction  to  the  attendant,  because  so  often  letters 
are  only  received  of  complaint.  No  doubt,  the  Council  will  have  to 
consider  in  the  future ,  a  toilet  block  at  S troche  Road  which  is  being 
used  more  frequently  as  a  car  park. 

Swimming  Baths 


There  is  one  swimming  bath  in  the  Borough  at  the  County  Modern 
School  for  the  use  of  pupils.  Another  one  is  being  constructed  for 
the  now  Junior  School.  Bathing  still  takes  place  in  the  two  Rivers 
at  various  points.  Plows  in  thou  give  high  degrees  of  dilution  and 
although  reports  of  analyses  have  been  unsatisfactory  in  the  past  no 
evidence  of  disease  has  been  attributed  to  swindling  in  the  rivers. 

Smoke  Abatement  and  Clean  Air  net,  1956. 

During  the  year  a  complaint  was  received  of  the  possible  health 
hazard  from  cement  dust  used  in  a  concrete  products  factory.  This  was 
due  to  a  breakdown  in  the  apparatus  connected  to  a  silo.  This  defect 
was  duly  rectified  and  there  was  no  further  cause  for  complaint.  The 
premises  are  however  kept  under  observation  from  time  to  time.  Daring 
tho  year  a  complaint  was  also  received  of  the  discharge  of  cyanide  into 
a  watercourse,  caused  by  tho  spillage  of  tho  substance  in  a  nearby 
factory.  Soil  which  was  contaminated  was  taken  away  and  buried  and 
tho  watercourse  thoroughly  flushed  out  by  the  Fire  Brigade.

Rodent  Control 

Thirteen  complaints  wore  received  during  the  year  of  rodont 
infestation.  Those  were  dealt  with  by  the  Rodent  Operative.  Sower 
treatment  was  also  carried  out  during  the  year.  Of  a  total  number 
of  305  manholes  on  the  system,  39  were  tested.  No  manholes  revealed 
any  bait  having  boon  taken.  Baits  were  laid  on  17th  I'iarch  and  those 
were  recorded  on  the  20th  and  24th.  A  complete  map  of  the  sewer 
manholes  was  supplied  to  the  rodent  operative  for  his  use. 


Noise 


During  the  year  four  complaints  were  received  of  noise.  One 
of  these  was  of  a  barking  do.;;  and  two  related  to  the  crowing  of 
cockerels  in  the  early  moraine.  In  the  case  of  the  dog  and  one  of 
the  cockerels,  the  occupiers  in  both  cases  got  rid  of  the  offending 
animals;  in  the  other  case  the  bird  was  moved  further  away. 

The  fourth  complaint  in  regard  to  noise  emanated  from  industrial 
preiises.  Several  items  of  plant  were  alleged  to  have  created  the 
noise.  In  all  cases  the  owners  of  the  works  wore  co-operative  and 
several  steps  taken  to  reduce  and  minimise  the  source  of  the  noise. 

It  is  unfortunate  that  the  works  adjoin  residential  promises,  but  the 
owners  are  conscious  of  this  and  are  anxious  not  to  cause  any  nuisance 
or  annoyance  to  local  residents.  These  promises  are  kept  under 
observation  from  time  to  time.  There  is  no  doubt  that  noise  is  now 
a  part  of  tho  price  which  is  being  paid  for  progress.  There  is  no 
reason  h  /wevor  why  progress  should  not  be  g-uided  along  quiet  and 
peaceful  channels,  and  the  suggestion  of  tho  creation  of  noise  control 
areas  may  be  sound  in  principle.

The  incidence  of  notifiable  infectious  disease  in  the  Borough 
continues  to  remain  low.  No  caso  of  diphtheria,  poliomyelitis  or 
enteric  fever  (typhoid  and  paratyphoid  fevers)  was  notified  during  the 

year . 


The  absence  of  cases  of  diphtheria  and  acute  poliouyolitis  can  bo 
attributed  to  the  effective  immunisation  of  infants  and  young'  children 
against  these  diseases.  Babies  are  immunised  with  diphtheria, tetanus 
(lockjaw)  end  whooping  cough  vaccine  during  the  second  six  months  of 
life.  A  reinforcing  dose  against  diphtheria  and  tetanus  is  given  just 
prior  to  entry  to  school  at  five  years,  and  another  reinforcing  dose  of 
tetanus  vaccine  at  twelve  years  old. 


The  scheme  for  immunisation  against  acute  poliomyelitis  includes 
all  persons  up  to  forty  years  of  age  and  certain  priority  groups  above 
this  ago  likely  to  special  rislc  of  infection.  This  includes  persons 
proceeding  to  areas  which  have  a  high  incidence  of  acute  poliomyelitis . 
Almost  all  in  munis at ion  against  poliomyelitis  is  by  mouth  with  the  Sabin 
vaccine  which  is  r.  modified  live  virus.  The  primary  doses  are  given  to 
babies  in  the  second  six  months  of  life  at  the  3ame  time  as  the  triple 
vaccine  against  diphtheria,  tetanus  and  whooping  cough.  A  reinforcing 
dose  is  given  on  entry  to  school  and  again  at  twelve  years  old. 


The  u.3o  of  measles  vaccine, attenuated  live  virus,  which  first 
became  available  in  1968,  was  continued  up  to  the  age  of  sixteen  years 
of  age.  Sixty  cases  of  measles  were  notified  in  the  Borough  during 
the  year  as  against  seven  cases  last  year  when  it  was  thought  that  the 
low  number  notified  in  that  year  was  due  to  the  effect  of  the  immunising 
campaign.  The  larger  number  this  year  has  occurred  because  of  the 
lack  of  acceptance  by  mothers  due  to  publicity  following  com ’plications 
after  measles  injection  elsewhere  in  the  country.  Tic  vaccine  that 
caused  thi3  reaction  was  withdrawn  from  tho  market.  The  measles 
vaccine  used  now  is  one  that  has  not  given  any  trouble  in  use. 
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Primary  vaccination  against  smallpox  for  babies  is  performed 
between  the  first  and  second  birthdays,  and  is  now  fitted  into  the 
immunisation  schedule  at  fifteen  nonths.  The  nultipressure  method  is 
used. 

Rubella  ( German  Measles)  Vaccine  became  available  in  October  and 
was  offered  to  13  3roar  old  girls  in  Secondary  Schools.  The  vaccine, 
which  is  a  live  attenuated  virus,  is  to  prevent  women  from  contracting 
German  Measles  in  pregnancy  when  infection  nay  lead  to  a  deformed  child, 
in  particular  congenital  heart  disease,  deafness,  blindness  and  mental 
subnormality.  The  injection  was  accepted  by  the  majority  eligible,  and 
caused  no  known  adverse  reactions.  It  is  expected  that  thirteen  year  old 
girls  will  bo  offered  this  immunisation  against  Rubella  each  year. 

Scarlet  fever  although  a  mild  disease  now,  is  still  notifiable. 

One  case  was  notified  during  1970. 

Whooping  cough  continues  to  be  mild  in  character;  no  cases  were 
notified  during  1970. 

There  was  no  outbreak  of  food  poisoning  in  the  Borough  but  fourteen 
cases  wore  notified,  only  one  of  which  was  found  to  be  positive  when 
cultured  in  the  laboratory. 

No  cases  of  respiratory  tuberculosis  nor  of  non-res pirat or y 
tuberculosis  were  notified.  There  is  no  doubt  that  the  incidence  of 
tuberculosis  has  been  reduced  considerably  by  the  measures  taken  over 
the  years.  All  contacts  of  cases  of  tuberculosis  are  investigated  to 
pick  up  sources  of  infection  and  other  new  cases.  There  are  no  longer 
open  sessions  for  persons  to  attend  the  mass  miniature  radiography  unit 
for  chest  x-ray,  as  it  is  considered  that  the  number  of  cases  picked  up 
at  such  sessions  do  not  warrant  the  time  and  expense.  Instead  it  has 
been  made  much  easier  for  general  practitioners  to  have  their  patients 
x-rayed  in  case  of  chest  infection.  There  is  a  mass  miniature  chest 
session  for  patients  referred  by  their  doctors  once  a  week  in  Wareham. 

At  five  years  old  school  entrants  are  tested  for  tuberculosis  by 
the  Hecf  skin  test.  Very  few  positives  have  boon  found  and  no  positive 
child  has  been  found  to  have  active  tuberculosis.  However ,  positives 
at  this  age  do  Oivo  an  index  of  unsuspected  tuberculosis  in  the  community. 
At  thirteen  years  of  age  all  school  children,  whose  parents  consent,  are 
retested  by  the  Hoaf  tost,  and  if  negative  offered  vaccination  against 
tuberculosis  with  B.C.G.  vaccine. 

At  the  end  of  1970  there  were  20  persons  (l4  male  -  6  female)  on 
the  Wareham  Borough  tuberculosis  register;  all  pulmonary  tuberculosis.
